If you smoke and are carelesé 
in knockinp the cigarette ashes or 
in disposing of cigarette butts, it 
could be you.

If your carelessness should re- 
sult in loss of life, or in property 
loss, you are subject to criminal 
prosecution, as much so as the 
man who sticks a gun in another’s 
face and demands his money. 

Careless smoking, according to 
Fire Chief C. C. Styron, is the 
cause of the majority of fires in 
Atlanta. Careless smoking results 
in at least one fire in Atlant: every 
24 hours. 

Today marks the eginning of 
National Fire Prevention Week. 
Chief Styron hopes that during this 
week every one who smokes will 
resolve to “BE A CAREFUL 
SMOKER.” 

He hopes the cigareti.e smoker 
will stop to think that, unlike in 
former days, today’s cigarette 
doesn’t go out when you stop 
“smoking” it. If you lie down on 
a bed and drop off to sleep with 
a lighted cigarette between your 
lips, the cigarette continues to 
burn. It might set your bed afire. 
starting a svrious blaze. 

Chief Styron says hat aiready 
this year more than 100 Atlantans 
have been charged with the crim 
inal offense of careless smoking. 
This involves the starting of a 
fire by careless smoking in hotels 
or apartment houses.

‘Home Freezer 
Owners Get 
Tips By Expert 


Constitution State News Service 

ATHENS—"Eat from your home 
freezer often if you want to make 
it pay,” advises Miss Willie Vie 
Dowdy, home improvement econo- 
mist for the State Extension Serv- 
ice. 

“Perhaps the hardest lesson 
home freezer owners have to learn 
is to use their frozen food instead 
of saving it,” Miss Dowdy said 
iyesterday. “Food should be taken 
out for meals every day to make 
room for other crops or products 
coming on.” | 

Studies made at Cornell have 
‘shown that home freezers make 
‘meal planning and preparation 
‘easier. Women are most inde- 
|pendent and families haye a great-| 
ler variety of meats, fruits and 
ivegetables. Some families with 
freezers find more profit in gath-| 
ering wild berries and in hunting 
and fishing. 

If you really want to make your 
freezer pay its way, follow a freez- 
ing and eating schedule based on 
a production and consumption 
plan, suggests Miss Dowdy. Keep 
a frozen food handbook as an 
inventory of all foods put in, with 
the date and location in the freezer | 
marked on each package so it can 
be found easily. 

When freezer space is at a 
premium, it does not pay to freeze | 
foods that are available at all 
seasons. If food is bought for 
freezing, buy it in large quantities | 
at the height of the season when 
it is cheapest 

If the family has poultry or» 
other produce to sell, let the 
freezer help increase profits bv 
freezing the food and holding it 
for the best market.

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Buford Reservoir Will 
Influence Recreation 


By ALBERT RILEY 
When the huge projected $42,000,000 Buford Dam and 
reservoir is completed, probably five years from now, it not 
only will exert a tremendous influence on the economv of 
Atlanta and the Chattahoochee Valley, but will open up 


Vast recreational possibilities. 

Within less than 50 miles of At- 
lanta it will create a lake extend- 
ing for 47 miles up the Chatta- 
hoochee River with a width rang- 
ing up to five miles at its widest 
point. The huge lake will have a 
shore line of 600 miles around the 
reservoir which will range in size 
from 34,000 acres or 53 square 
miles up to 39.800 acres or 62 
square miles. 


Obviously such a lake in the 
Blue Ridge foothills within easy 
access of Atlanta will offer unlim- 
ited possibilities for boating, fish- 
ing and camping. 

Combined with the Allatoona 
reservoir on the Etowah River be- 
tween Atlanta and Cartersville. it 
should make the North Georgia 
triangle between Atlanta, Gaines- 
ville and Cartersville a mecca for 
sportsmen. 

In addition to the reservoir 
itself, the Federa Governn

PREDICTING BOSSY’S MILK YIELD 


BRANDON, Vt.—(#)—Statistics can tell a farmer how much 
milk an Ayrshire cow is going to give long before she 
it. The prediction is made on the basis of how much has 
yielded in the first 50 to 70 days of the milking period. The 
method was announced by Henry Mosle, Chairman of the Re- 
search Committee of the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association, and 
is based on certain factors about the animal and milk yield. 
He said the method is 99.25 percent accurate “in its forecast. 
Farmers can know months in advance which bulls to keep 
in their herds, which ones are best for breeding.

Under the “Statute for Intellectual 
Laborers” fhe Argentinian writer receives 
substantial benefits, provided he is a “reg- 
istered” intellectual. True, nobody is re- 
quired to read his books, or even say that 
he has read them, but the Government is 
required to buy 2,000 copies of each volume 
published, for use in libraries, embassies, 
consulates, etc. In addition, every ship 
which calls at a port in the Argentine is 
required to buy 10 books of local produc- 
tien: every theater tn the country must 
open its season with an Argentine play and 
produce at least one other during the sea- 
son. Finally, at least two percent of every 
daily newspaper must be local stuff, that 
is. written by an Argentine resident. The 
remaining 98 percent may be foreign rub- 
bish if desired, but the public will be as- 
sured of at least two percent good native 
brew. 


Now I consider this downright handsome of 
the Peron Government. The very registration of 
intellectuals is an excellent idea; no longer wil! 
a poetess show up for tea and be mistaken for 
a mere housewife, or an authoress sweep grandly 
into a luncheon only to be confused with a 
visiting president of a garden club—or, as more 
frequently happens, will the mouse-like little 
creature retire to a corner in her last vear's 
frock and be overlooked entirely when the 
cookies are passed.

Ah, it is 
to laugh. The Library of Congress gets 
one copy free; the author himself gets four. 
six, or in some rare cases 10, to give to his 
friends, though I am told confidentially 
that few authors have more than four 
friends.

New Orleans is a fabulous and fascinating city. It has 
been the subject of innumerable books, the setting of prob- 


ably a thousand novels. 

When we learned that Harnett 
Kane’s new book would deal 
with the Crescent City, we 
looked forward to its publica- 
tion, since this author has been 
dubbed the “No. 1 Authority on 
Louisiana.” We knew that his 
book would be the last word in 
recitation of the history and ro- 
mance of the colorful old city 
that nestles along the banks of 
the Mississippi River. 

We were not disappointed. 
Kane a native Orleanian, has 
put down, in his own snappy 
style, a panoramic word picture 
of the town, which a Puritan 
would term “a hell-spot drip- 
Ping with scarlet wickedness.”

This one is about scent, the mys- 
tery of scent as perceived by 
hounds, bird dogs, spaniels and 
the new breeds that are being 
thrust upon us. 

Most hunters accept scenting 
qualities as a sort of instinct and 
let it go at that. 


How does a dog tell one species 
of game from another? How does 
a dog know the direction traveled 
by a deer, a rabbit, a raccoon or 
a covey of quail? 

The answers still may not have 
been given, and perhaps never 
shall. 7 

One man will declare that it ts 
the freshness of the trail that en- 
ables a dog to follow instead of 
back track. This won’t hold if it is 
admitted that the scent will] grow 
older as the dog trafled—unless, 
the dog traveled faster than the 
animal or birds ahead. Another : 
gument is that the quarry gives 
off scent only on one side. and 
the dog learns which side, or end, 
certain species use. Some fellows 
insist that dogs can distinguish 
heel scent from that of the toe 

It is generally agreed that all 
good trailers can distinguish be 
tween an individual man, bird or 
animal from his kind. However, it 
is doubted that different parts of 
the body offer a variety upon 
which to play their scenting quali 
ties. Scientific research, however 
supports a different theory. This 
research found that sweat exuda 
tion from various parts of the 
body differ—from the hands a pre:

YMBELINE, like the Tempest, ‘was writ- 

ten in the closing years of Shakespeare:

The Tempest is a masterpiece of poeti 
imagination. Cymbeline is a combination of 
history and fiction. The’ historical part i 
founded on a brief- passage in Goeffrey of 
Monmouth, the Medieval Welsh chronicler who 
wrote a Latin history of ancient British kings. 

In his 12th chapter he speaks of King 
(ymbeline and his sons, Guiderius and Arvit 
agus. Shakespeare makes Cymbeline a rough 
hasty tyrant on occasion capable of great 
injustice. For no reason he exiled one of hi 
faitiful lords. The mistreated man removed 
froth the nursery two young princes anda fled 
with them to the forest.

The chief plot of Cymbeline is founded on 
the story which Boccaccio telfs in the Decam 
eron as the ninth novel of the second day. 

It is a powerful drama of jealousy, a 
theme very popular in the Italian Renaissance. 
and through the influence of Italian writer: 
recurring frequently in Elizabethan 
ture. 

Shakespearse left us several important 
studies in jealousy, either as a sickness of the 
mind or as gullibility—-as in Cymbeline and 
Othello. 

King Cymbeline has three children by his 
first wife: The two princes taken by the ban 
ished lord into the forest, and a daughte! 
Imogen. 

After Cymbeline’s first wife died, he mar 
ries again, unfortunately for himself. The 
evil disposition of his second wife is paralleled 
only in the wicked daughters of King Lea! 

This second wife has a boorish son, Clotet 
His ambitious mother hopes that he will r 
place the lost princes in Cymbeline’s affe 
‘ion-—also that he may win the hand of Imo- 
gen, Cymbeline’s daughter. 

Imogen, however, a singularly noble and 
vigorous character, who knows her own mind 
and ean tell a clown from a gentieman, spurns 
Clofen and marries a poor man, Posthum 

vainst her father’s will. Urged on by his 
end of a wife, Cymbeline exiles Posthumus 
from England. 

His unlovely spouse rewards him for this 
evidences of his affection, by preparing a 
poison which she intends to give the King on 
the first favorable opportunity. 

Imogen is left a virtual prisoner at court, 
with no one to protect her against the Queen's 
malevolence except Pisanio, a devoted servant 
of Posthumus.

The reader might think that in this part of 
the story Shakespeare exhibited international 
prejudice, or at least a lack of international

T WAS an unusual; an eerie rendezvous, even 

for Gabriel d’Annunzio, Italian poet, drama- 

tist and self-confessed heartbreaker. The 
hour was midnight, the scene was a Paris apart- 
ment and the beautiful woman who greeted him 
was Isadora Duncan, the most famous if not 
the greatest dancer in the world. 

The poet's compliments were cut short as 
the dancer led him to a divan surrounded, bier 
like, by tall candles and bade him lie down. 
Then, as the notes of Chopin’s Funeral March 
came from a piano in the alcove, she began to 
dance, her Grecian robes swirling, her bare 
feet noiseless on the waxed floor. 

At regular intervals she paused to blow out 
the candles, one by one, until only two were 
left then but one, at the head of the poet. 

[sadora Duncan was swooping down to ex- 
tinguish the last light when d’Annunzio emerged 
from his trance, jumped from the couch, and 
fled to the street.

It Never Occurred 
Was Right and She 
‘ Tried to Make 


The first of the misfortunes in her life came 
when she was a baby in her native San Fran- 
cisco. Her mother, Dora Gray Duncan, divorced 
Joseph C. Duncan—-a comparatively rare occur- 
rence in the 1880s-—-—and the absence of a father 
from the household left a mark on the sensi- 
tive Isadora. 

She manufactured stories about her father 

answer to inquiries at school and, when she 
was teaching herself and other children her own 
dance patterns at the age of 10, Isadora de- 
nounced marriage aS an institution because ‘lt 
didn’t keep families together the way it was 
supposed to do.” = 

“T will fall in love and I will have children,” 
announced the dark-haired little rebel. “But 
I shall never marry.” 

HE first part of the resolution was fulfilled; 

she became the mother of two children with- 
out benefit of matrimony, and shocked the world. 
She married, finally, in the twilight of her hec- 
tie career. 

Isadora was in her teens when she decided 
she could learn no more in San Francisco about 
dancing that is. her idea of dancing. She-and 
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her mother departed for Chicago where, for a

She danced barefooted and bare-legged'! 

Parisian critics gasped at this revolutionary 
departure from the time honored custom that 
decreed a dancer, particularly a woman dancer, 
should wear tights. Paris was divided into two 
camps——one for and one against the American 
girl. 

She took her dance to Berlin and shocked 
Germany. Some went to applaud, some to 
frown, but the house was always sold out for 
Isadora Duncan's appearances. In the ensuing 
years she was to make a fortune of $2,000,000 
and die, at 47, in modest circumstances. 

Also, in those ensuing years, she was to fall 
violently in love not once, but several times, 
and find misery the sequel to each fiery romance. 

Edward Gordon Craig, noted artist, was re- 
sponsible for her first romantic awakening, she 
wrote later, and she hid in his Berlin studio for 
two weeks while her distraught mother and the 
police sought her. 

After Craig there was a handsome youth she 
referred to only as ‘“‘Lohengrin” and it was on 
his yacht she reached what she called an idyllic 
chapter of her tempestuous life. 

Shunning marriage vows, Isadora became 
the mother of a girl, Deirdre, and a couple of 
years later, a boy, Patrick. 

She was brazen about her unconventional 
motherhood. 

“It does not matter who is the father of my 


& 


children,”” she declared. “I am everything to 
them mother, father, aunt and uncle. That 
way, I do not have to share them with any one.” 

Nor did she have to share her great grief 
with any one when tragedy struck in April, 
1913. With a chauffeur, an English governess 
named Sims, Deirdre and Patrick Duncan were 
enjoying a drive from Versailles to Paris when 
the driver found it necessary to leave the limou- 
Sine for a few minutes. 

He left it parked on the bank of the Seine, 
the governess and«the two children in_ the 
glassed-in passenger compartment. Suddenly 
the brakes began to slip and then, to the ac- 
companiment of a chorus of screams, the car 
rolled down the incline to lurch into the river, 
its three occupants so many terrified prisoners 
in the glass cage. 

When the bodies were recovered, hours later, 
they found six-year-old Deirdre holding the still 
form of four-year-old Patrick Duncan. 

A world that had been scandalized by her 
acts decided the tragedy was Isadora’s punish- 
ment for her unconventional conduct. The

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nouncement but they were surprised, in 1922, 
when Isadora and the young poet were married. 
Her changed attitude toward marriage as an 
institution was explained by the fact that she 
had planned a tour of the United States and 
wanted Sergei with her constantly, and legally. 


HE honeymoon was: interrupted when the 

couple arrived in New York and Isadora was 
detained on Ellis Island because she had lost 
her citizenship through marrying Essenin, a 
foreigner. Her status was cleared and the tour 
continued, marked by Essenin’s violent drink- 
ing bouts and outbursts of temper. 

Isadora herself brought about her exile from 
the land of her birth when, after a recital in 
Boston’s Symphony Hall, she strode down the 
footlights and denounced all of her critics. Mayor 
Curley ordered her banned from Boston, 

Essenin and his wife went back to Russia 
where she divorced him after two years. 

The divorce had its sequel in Leningrad on 
Dec. 28, 1925, when the poet locked himself in 
his room, slashed one wrist, and, using his own 
blood for ink, tried to write a last poem. The 
effort wound up in a scrawl that could not be 
deciphered and Essenin completed his swicide 
by hanging himself. 

Isadora heard of his death on the Riviera, 
where she was spending more and moré of her 
time. It was her destiny, she explained, to live 
and die by the sea because she had been born

near the sea at San Francisco. Some time after 
Essenin’s suicide, it was reported that the 
dancer had sought to take her own life by 
walking into the Mediterranean, but an English 
army officer had frustrated the attempt. 

Between efforts to establish world - wide 
schools of the dance, Isadora had turned to 
writing the complete story of her life, dictating 
to Mary Desto Perks, a British journalist, while 
strolling in her favorite costume a Roman 
toga of purple. 


N SEPT. 13, 1927, she told a newspaperman: 

“For the first time in my life, I am writ- 

ing for money. And now I am afraid that some 

quick accident might happen-—at any moment.”’ 

It might have been a premonitionsait might 
have been a declaration of intent. 

Next day she spent much of her time debat- 
ing the practicability of buying a new automo- 
bile, an open car, but put off decision because 
of the financial problem involved. After the 
evening meal of Sept. 14, she took a long walk 
along the Promenade des Anglais and, at 10 
o clock, motioned to the chauffeur of a hired 
car that she wanted to be driven back to her 
lodgings in Nice. 

It was an open car, no top, no windows, and 
the breeze whipped her favorite scarf, a colorful 
iridescent silk piecé, about her face. Several 
feet of the material extended, on either side. 
from the knot under her chin. 

Isadora Duncan settled herself in the back 
seat, the automobile started with a jerk and 
nobody noticed that one trailing end of the 
scarf had becom® entangled in a rear wheel. 

The slack was taken up rapidly as the wheel 
revolved. Suddenly the silken scarf became a 
noose around Isadora’s neck; it jerked violently 
at the reclining figure, whipped the dancer out 
of the seat and sent her, in a graceful arc, 
plunging to the cobblestones. Her neck had 
been broken by the first terrific tug. 

Isadora Duncan had finished her Dance of 
Death by the time the car was brought to a halt.

S HE approached the end of his full, rich 

life, the late Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, 

brilliant head of Stanford University, 

turned his theughts, time after time, to the 
future of his 22 grandchildren. 

He believed that young people had the great- 
est chance for a good life if they married while 
they were still young. 

“Delayed marriage,’ he once said, ‘means 
smaller families, more divorces, and less hap- 
piness. If our young people are to be happy, 
marriage must come early.” 

Yet he Knew it was easier to say that than to 
see it come to pass. Young people-—particularly 
professional young men who required long years 
of study——faced almost insuperable financial ob- 
stacles to early marriage. 

He thought of his early years. He had mar- 
ried when he was 23-——-young for a medical stu- 
dent who still had a year to go for his degree. 
He was making $50 a month in a San Francisco 
hospital when he took his Stanford classmate, 
Marguerite Blake, as his bride on Dec. 5, 1898.

He and Mrs. Wilbur made it possible for 
Blake to take his bride back to Harvard with 
him. For five years the Wilburs supported the 
young couple while Blake finished his medical 
training, and interned at the Presbyterian Hos 
pital in New York. From there, Dr. Blake Wil- 
bur went on to become one of California’s most 
eminent surgeons, 

With each of his children, Dr. Wflbur gave 
the individual help that seemed—mest needed. 
The - oldest’ daughter; Jessica, married Dr. 
Leonatd Ely, ar established and successful phy- 
sician, and needed no help. 

Lois Wilbur was only 20 when she married 
Max !loppner. Dr. Wilbur’s aid enabled him to 
spend two years at Harvard Business School 
and helped him get started after he left school. 

His second son, Dwight, was on a fellowship 
at the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn., when 
he, married. Dr. Wilbur helped him until he was 
appointed to the Mayo staff. Ray Lyman Wil- 
bur, Jr., youngest of the family—-born after Dr. 
Wilbur returned from his European studies 
took his aid in the form of insurance policies 
on which his father paid the premiums. 

Mrs. Wilbur died in 1947, and Dr. Wilbur's 
thoughts centered more than ever on the future 
of his grandchildren. His daughter, Jessica, had 
four children; his son, Blake, had four; Lois 
had nine; Dwight three, and Ray Lyman Wil- 
bur, Jr., born in 1913,°had two. 

Twenty-two grandchildren, Dr. Wilbur could, 
indeed, say that his policy had brought the 
finest dividends in the world. 

His five children were well established-—they 
needed little more from him. But Dr. Wilbur 
wanted to do his part in making sure that the 
grandchildren would have every advantage he 
could offer them. 

To that end he prepared his last will, put- 
ting his estate into a trust fund for their ad- 
vantave. When he dted recently, the unique 
terms of that will were revealed, 

It provided that the income from his estate 
be available for his grandchildren until April 
13, 1977. ‘The board of trustees of Stanford 
University, to which the estate will ultimately 
pass, were instructed to use the income to the 
Wilbur grandchildren for these purposes: 

“1.,To enable any grandchild of mine to re- 
ceive as full an education as he or she may 
desire. 

“2. To enable any grandchild of mine to ob- 
tain adequate and suitable insurance on his or 
her own life at an early age. 

“3. To provide any financial assistanee neces- 
sary to enable any grandchild of mine to marry 
at an early age. 

“4. To provide financial assistance to any 
of my children or grandchildren if in the opinion 
of the committee such assistance is necessary.” 

Jessica Wilbur Ely and Dr. Blake Wilbur 
were named to administer the fund. 

Five of the grandchildren are already mar- 
ried——and are receiving financial help from their 
parents. Dr. Wilbur’s children, knowing how 
much his ideas helped them, think the plan is 
well worth continuing.

were well developed and powerful. The 
were soft, white, free of callosity and unmarked 
except for a small scar on the index finger o 
the left hand. The chest had been mutilated, 
as if to obliterate tattoo marks covering an 
area about the size of a mans |! 

The oilcloth, bright red with figuring of 
large and small squares and flowering of gold, 
was such as could be purchased in hundreds of 
East Side stores, being used as tablecloths and 
by peddlers as covering for their packs. 

According to Dr. Philip O’Hanlon, coroner's 
physician, death had occurred about 24 hours 
previously. 

Another section of the same body was dis- 
covered the next afternoon in Ogden's Wodods, 
near 176th St. (upper Manhattan). It had been 
wrapped in identical red and gold oilcloth.

She-—-I have Guldensuppe upstairs, 

He-——-What doing? 

She——-He’'s dead. 

Hie-—How’s that? 

She—-I shot him. 

He--What are you going to do now? 

She--You must help me get rid of the body. 

lie-—No, I will not. 

She--If you don't, the police will get on to 
it and they'll blame you for it because you had 
fight with Guldensuppe and he gave you a bad 

ting and blackened your eye, 

Thorn then explained, “I loved Mrs. Nack. 
I went upstairs and later helped her to carry 
the bundles to the river and the woods where 
they were afterwards found.” 

The jury convicted him after three hours’ 
deliberation. Mrs. Nack, because of her service 
as a witness, was allowed to plead guilty to man- 
slaughter. She got 15 years and he got the chair. 

It has always been a matter of speculation 
whether a positive identification could have been 
established in this case if Guldensuppe’s job 
had not required constant exposure of his feet.
